Best insurance against it is an 
alert anesthetist who can often 
note what is happening at its very 
onset. Sometimes, however, no | 
untoward signs are observed un­ 
til the surgeon working over the 
operating field sees th at the blood 
has turned much darker in color. 
This may be the first sign th at 
there is need for fast interven­ 
tion. 
Active Treatment 
Today's surgeons recognize the 
possibility of this condition and so 
are prepared to give active tre a t­ 
m ent at once. Promptness is of j 
utmost importance since it is be- » 
lieved that irreversible damage to j 
the brain cells occurs lf treat­ 
ment is delayed beyond th r e e ' 
minutes Nerve cells die when de­ 
prived of sufficient blood even for 
this length of time and, unlike 
celli in many other parts of the 
body, they have no power for re­ 
growth. Therefore, the surgeon is 
working against an Important 
time factor in trying to save the 
patient before the nerve tissue is 
permanently damaged.
